LOADED C-5A WOULD BE WELL IN EXCESS OF MINGALADON AIRPORT'S 
340,000 POUND WEIGHT-BEARING CAPACITY AND AIRPORT PARKING AND 
OFFLOADING SPACE ALSO LIMITED. ALTHOUGH CHANCES ARE THAT A C-5A 
WOULD BE ABLE TO LAND AND TAKE OFF AGAIN, WE DO NOT BELIEVE IT 
WOULD BE PRUDENT TO RISK DAMAGE TO AIRCRAFT OR RUNWAY FOR DELIVERY 
OF HELICOPTERS. MOREOVER, PRESENCE AT MINGALADON OF LARGEST 
AIRCRAFT EVER TO LAND THERE WOULD BE UNNECESSARILY CONSPICUOUS AND
